The  above  extracts  from  the  Hospital’s  statistics  reveal  a 
sustained  heavy  pressure  on  the  Hospital’s  facilities,  greater, 
in  fact,  than  what  would  have  been  anticipated  considering 
the  almost  complete  absence  of  air  raid  casualties.  The  only 
figures  which  show  a  reduction  are  In-patients  admitted, 
which  have  fallen  by  only  2%,  partly  accounted  for  by  the 
evacuation  of  the  Beaumont  Cottage  for  three  months  of  the 
year. 

The  fact  that  the  abnormally  high  figure  of  1941  has  again 
been  approached  in  the  absence  of  air  raid  casualties,  em¬ 
phasises  the  essential  normal  Hospital  service  which  the 
“  Warneford  ”  is  rendering  to  the  people  of  the  area. 

The  number  of  new  Out-patients  and  Out-patient  attend¬ 
ances  surpassed  the  record  totals  of  1941.  Even  the  number 
of  Out-patients  has  increased,  although  the  casualty  attend¬ 
ances  have  fallen  off  slightly. 

The  number  of  babies  born  in  the  Hospital  is  higher  than 
ever  before. 

A  comparison  of  the  figures  of  1942  with  those  of  1938  (the 
last  complete  year  before  the  outbreak  of  War)  is  interesting  : — 

In-patients  have  increased  from  2,846  to  4,768=67.5%. 

Out-patients  and  casualties  from  8,315  to  ll,223=an  in¬ 
crease  of  35%.

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INCOME  AND  EXPENDITURE  ACCOUNT. 

The  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  is  probably  the  most 
satisfactory  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital.  Every  item  of 
ordinary  income  shows  an  increase,  although  there  has  been 
a  falling  off  in  extraordinary  income  compared  with  1941. 
The  above-mentioned  increases  reflect,  in  the  main  : — 

(a)  The  sustained  interest  of  the  people  of  this  area  in 

the  Hospital’s  funds. 

(b)  The  considerable  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  the 
Hospital,  and 

(c)  The  most  satisfactory  result  of  the  introduction  of 

the  penny  in  the  pound  Scheme,  and  the  development 
of  the  Contributory  Scheme  generally,  which  has 
shown  an  increase  on  its  yield  to  the  Hospital  of 
£4,564,  compared  with  last  year.  For  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  the  Scheme,  it  has  paid  slightly  more 
than  100%  of  the  cost  of  maintenance  of  its  members 
to  the  Hospital. 

Alexandra  Rose  Day  has  again  created  another  record. 

The  ordinary  items  of  Expenditure  in  total  show  an  increase 
of  just  over  £1,000  compared  with  1941.  This  is  less  than  was 
previously  expected,  but  several  words  of  explanation  may 
be  required. 

The  heading  of  Domestic  shows  a  reduction  of  £250,  but 
during  the  year  strict  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  subject 
of  fuel  and  water  economy,  and  after  allowing  for  end  of  year 
stocks  of  coal,  an  actual  saving  of  approximately  £500  has 
been  made  on  the  items  of  water,-  coal,  gas  and  electricity. 

The  Salaries  and  Wages  reflect  nursing  and  other  salary 
and  wage  increases,  which  inevitably  have  followed  the  general 
trend  throughout  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  decrease  of  £2,100  on  Establishment  costs  is  explained 
by  the  fact  that  no  annual  cleaning  or  maintenance  painting 
was  carried  out  during  1942,  and  that  extra  repair  work  is 
having  to  be  deferred  on  account  of  shortages  of  materials. 

The  excess  of  Income  over  Expenditure,  while  very  pleasing, 
cannot  be  regarded  in  any  sense  as  a  surplus  of  income.  Costly 
repairs  and  replacements,  especially  of  engineering  services 
plant  and  pipe  lines,  had  to  be  deferred  ;  also  maintenance 
painting  is  being  reduced  to  a  minimum.  Furthermore,  the 
Committee  has  -in  mind  several  urgent  capital  alterations  and 
additions,  which  are  necessary  to  maintain  the  efficiency  of 
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the  Hospital,  but  these  cannot  be  carried  out  during  the  war. 
Amongst  these  items  are  : — - 

The  rebuilding  of  the  Children’s  Ward. 

The  provision  of  a  new  Operating  Theatre. 

An  addition  to  the  Nurses’  Home,  and  building  of  an 
adequate  Nurses’  Lecture  Room. 

Provision  of  adequate  Medical  Staff  accommodation. 

The  provision  of  satisfactory  Office  accommodation. 

The  extension  of  the  Out-Patients’  Department  and  Dis¬ 
pensary,  and 

judging  by  the  pressure  on  beds  in  the  Maternity  Depart¬ 
ment  and  the  Private  Block,  further  extensions  of 
these  two  Departments  would  seem  to  be  desirable. 

Had  labour  and  material  been  available,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  some  of  these  works  would  already  have  been  put  in 
hand,  and  most  probably  there  would  not  have  been  a  surplus, 
and  although  any  present  surplus  may  be  used  to  create  a 
reserve  for  these  capital  items  after  the  war,  many  additional 
thousands  of  pounds  will  subsequently  be  required. 

It  is  probably  worthy  of  comment  that  the  average  cost 
per  In-patient  per  day  has  only  increased  by  3|d.  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  costs  of  the 
Warneford  Hospital  reflect  a  very  economical  administration 
without  loss  of  efficiency,  compared  with  costs  in  other  hos¬ 
pitals  of  a  similar  size. 

BALANCE  SHEET. 

Hospital  endowments  have  increased  by  £2,250,  representing 
Legacies,  and  a  new  item  of  Free  Investments  for  £10,005  5s.  Od. 
has  appeared  since  last  year. 

The  balance  on  the  General  Fund  Account  has  increased 
from  £3,006  to  £4,597. 

A  new  item  appears  as  Children’s  Ward  Rebuilding  Fund, 
to  which  £235  10s.  Od.  had  been  contributed  to  the  year  end. 

An  Operating  Theatre  reserve  has  been  created  in  the  sum 
of  £1,006  3s.  6d.,  and  the  Annual  Cleaning  reserve  account 
has  increased  by  £1,000. 

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

The  Contributory  Scheme  has  lost  the  services  of  Mr.  R.  F.  N. 
Hunt,  now  serving  with  the  Army,  and  who  has,  for  the  dura¬ 
tion  of  the  war,  been  replaced  by  Miss  Doris  E.  White. 

A  modified  form  of  a  penny  in  the  pound  scheme  had  just 
been  introduced  at  the  time  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting,  and 
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has  more  than  justified  its  introduction,  because  the  direct 
income  from  contributors  has  increased  from  £12,279  in  1941 
to  £17,413  in  1942,  and  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management  desire  to  express  their  deep  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the*  willing  co-operation  of  the  Firms  and  Collectors  in 
introducing  the  change,  and  for  the  generosity  of  the  contribu¬ 
tors  in  readily  making  higher  rates  of  payment  in  order  to 
help  the  Warneford  Hospital's  finances. 

COMMITTEE  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

« 

Fortunately,  few  changes  on  the  Committee  of  Management 
have  to  be  reported. 

Mr.  C.  G.  W.  Stiles  joined  H.M.  Forces  in  June,  and  Major 
Robert  Emmet,  who  was  also  a  Vice-President  of  the  Hospital, 
and  was  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  for  the  years 
1926  and  1927,  tendered  his  resignation  as  he  had  taken  up 
permanent  residence  in  America. 

Mr.  J.  Sabin  was  obliged  to  resign  his  membership  of  the 
Committee  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  F.  Hodges. 

MEDICAL. 

The  Committee  of  Management  feels  that  the  Governors 
should  know  that  certain  Doctors  from  the  area  have  been 
recruited  to  His  Majesty's  Forces,  and  that  the  population 
has  increased  since  the  outbreak  of  war,  consequently,  demands 
upon  the  time  of  members  of  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff, 
outside  the  Hospital,  have  been  abnormally  heavy,  neverthe¬ 
less,  they  have  continued  to  give  their  services  to  the  Hospital 
and  to  an  increased  number  of  patients  in  1942,  a  matter  for 
which  they  are  deserving  of  grateful  appreciation. 

The  death  of  Dr.  A.  H.  Laird  occurred  in  October,  after 
he  had  served  the  Hospital  as  Radiologist  for  a  period  of  ap¬ 
proximately  eight  years.  The  Committee  has  expressed  its 
appreciation  of  Dr.  Laird's  work  for  the  Hospital.  It  is  also 
indebted  to  Dr.  Edmund  Jones,  who  helped  with  Radiological 
work  during  the  latter  period  when  Dr.  Laird's  illness  pre¬ 
vented  him  from  carrying  out  his  full  duties  at  the  Hospital. 
The  vacancy  thus  created  has  been  filled,  for  the  duration  of 
the  war,  by  a  full-time  Radiologist — Dr.  Hugh  Francis. 

Dr.  F.  Pilkington,  who  was  for  a  short  time  replaced  by  Dr. 
L.  Hayward,  resigned  the  office  of  Psychiatrist  to  the  Hospital 
during  the  year  and  has  been  succeeded  by  Dr.  E.  S.  Stern, 
the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Central  Hospital  at  Hatton. 
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Enthusiastic  interest  in  this  Department  was  shown  by  Dr. 
Pilkington,  which  has  been  sustained  by  Dr.  Stern,  who  has 
introduced  a  Child  Guidance  Clinic  into  this  Department. 

Dr.  E.  L.  Edmondson,  Registrar  to  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Department,  joined  the  R.A.M.C.  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  and  Dr.  M.  J.  H.  Russell  has  been  appointed  to  fill  this 
vacancy  as  a  paid  part-time  post. 

Mr.  T.  H.  Berrill  carried  on  the  Venereal  Diseases  work  for 
an  interim  period  after  Mr.  G.  G.  C.  Taylor  joined  the  Forces, 
and  Mr.  C.  T.  Hawley  has  now  formally  been  appointed  V.D. 
Officer  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 

Mr.  S.  H.  Holden  was  appointed  temporary  Dental  Registrar 
in  January. 

A  wartime  Pharmacopoeia  has  been  introduced,  containing 
alternate  prescriptions  in  the  absence  of  certain  unobtainable 
drugs,  and  appreciation  is  due  to  the  Honorary  Medical  Staff  for 
the  way  in  which,  at  their  monthly  meetings,  they  have  studied 
the  medical  supplies  situation,  and  co-operated  with  the 
Pharmacist. 

Pathological. 

An  attempt  during  the  year  has  been  made  to  put  the  Hos¬ 
pital’s  pathological  services  on  a  basis  enabling  most  of  the 
general  pathological  work  to  be  carried  out  at  this  Hospital. 
A  qualified  certificated  pathological  Technician  has  been 
engaged,  and  a  considerable  amount  of  modern  apparatus 
ordered/  Thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Wright,  the  Honorary  Path¬ 
ologist,  for  his  assistance  in  this  matter. 

MATRON’S  REPORT,  1942. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  permanent  Nursing 
Staff  during  the  year.  Sister  Heath,  after  nine  years  as  Sister 
of  Victoria  Ward  and  Night  Sister,  left  in  April  to  take  a  senior 
post  at  the  Manchester  Royal  Eye  Hospital.  .  Sister  Turner 
was  promoted  to  Night  Sister  in  her  stead  and  Miss  E.  Stephen¬ 
son,  who  trained  at  the  Sheffield  Royal  Hospital,  was  appointed 
to  Victoria  Ward.  Sister  Downs  (Tutor  and  Home  Sister) 
has  also  left  to  take  the  post  of  Assistant  Matron  at  Maccles¬ 
field,  and  in  her  stead,  Miss  R.  Bennett  was  appointed.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  Sister  Turner  has  had  to  resign  recently  owing  to 
her  mother’s  serious  illness.  Miss  F.  Patrick  has  also  joined 
the  Staff  as  Assistant  Radiographer  during  the  year. 

The  Gold  Medal  for  1942  will  be  awarded  to  Nurse  E.  M. 
Lynas  Gray,  the  Silver  Medal  to  Nurse  G.  M.  Lake,  and  Matron  s 
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prize  to  Nurse  M.  Duggan.  Councillor  R.  S.  Salt  has  generously 
provided  money  to  purchase  a  Bronze  Medal  and  two  book 
prizes  for  the  next  five  years  to  be  given  as  Merit  Awards  to 
First  Year  Nurses.  These  were  earned  by  Nurse  B.  E.  Smith, 
Nurse  P.  Thomas  and  Nurse  F.  Worrall  respectively. 

Sixteen  Probationers  entered  for  their  three  months’  trial 
period  and  all  signed  their  Agreement.  Eighteen  Nurses  sat 
for  their  Final  State  Examinations,  fifteen  of  whom  were  suc- 
cesful.  Nine  Nurses  took  their  Preliminary  examination, 
three  of  whom  were  successful. 

Sixteen  Midwifery  Pupils  have  completed  their  training, 
twelve  gained  their  Certificates  and  three  are  awaiting  their 
results. 

The  general  health  of  the  Nurses  has  been  very  good  during 
the  year,  there  being  no  serious  illness  to  report. 

The  Social  Club  has  been  very  active,  and  the  Tennis  Club 
won  the  Inter-Hospitals  Challenge  Cup  from  the  Coventry  and 
Warwickshire  Hospital  for  the  first  time  for  several  years. 

A  Student  Nurses’  Association  Unit  has  also  been  formed 
during  the  year,  and  there  are  twenty-seven  members  at 
present. 

Every  member  of  the  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff  take  their 
turn  on  the  Fire  Watching  Rota,  which  was  formed  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  ten  members  being  on  call  every  eighth  night. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Old  Patients’  Association  for  their  gift 
of  two  hand  sewing  machines  for  use  in  the  Nurses’  Home  ; 
these  have  proved  a  great  boon  to  the  Nurses. 

CHURCH  OF  ENGLAND  CHAPLAIN  S  REPORT. 

My  year’s  work  in  the  Hospital  has  again  been  very  pleasant 
and  happy.  The  Patients  always  welcome  our  visits  and 
services,  and  the  Doctors  and  Nursing  Staff  are  always  most 
considerate  and  helpful  in  making  it  convenient  for  us  to  visit 
patients  and  to  give  special  services  at  our  own  times. 

We  have  had  Celebrations  of  the  Holy  Communion  monthly 
for  the  staff  throughout  the  year,  and  at  the  great  Festivals 
in  each  Ward  for  the  Patients,  when  there  have  always  been  a 
large  number  of  Communicants,  and  at  other  times  for  special 
cases. 

There  have  been  several  private  Baptisms  and  about  300 
Churchings  in  the  year.  Each  ward  has  been  visited  regularly 
in  the  week,  and  we  have  taken  an  evening  service  on  alternate 
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Sundays.  The  Free  Church  Minister  takes  the  alternate 
Sunday  services,  and  visits  in  the  wards  during  the  week.

In  1942  the  services  rendered  and  the  help  received  have 
been  greater  than  ever  before,  and  we  feel  that  it  is  possible 
to  take  some  pride  in  the  record  of  the  Voluntary  Hospital 
system  in  this  area  and  throughout  the  country. 

We  realise  that  the  social  and  medical  services  of  our  country 
will  inevitably  undergo  great  changes  before  long,  and  any 
changes  which  will  give  first  consideration  to  the  welfare  of 
the  patients,  will  always  be  welcomed  by  the  Governors  of 
this  Hospital. 

We  hope  that  the  “  Warneford  ”  will  continue,  with  the 
post-war  improvements  which  we  contemplate,  to  provide 
medical  treatment  for  the  people  of  this  area  ;  that  there  will 
be  a  continuance  of  the  feelings  of  goodwill  and  co-operation 
which  exist  between  those  who  need  the  Hospital’s  services 
and  the  Governing  Body,  the  Honorary  Medical  Staffs  and 
the  Nursing  and  all  other  staffs  ;  that  the  opportunity  will 
still  remain  for  all  that  great  number  of  people  who  find  happi¬ 
ness  in  terms  of  service  or  contributions  to  the  treatment  of 
the  sick  ;  that  the  Hospital  will  continue  to  be  an  intimate 
feature  of  Leamington  and  District’s  community  service,  and 
will  be  able  to  retain  its  individuality  and  its  close  relationship 
with  the  people  of  this  area,  through  direct  control  by  represen¬ 
tatives  of  those  who  maintain  and  those  who  need  its  services.

The  Ladies’  Visiting  and  Samaritan  Committee  has  pleasure 
in  submitting  the  thirty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  work  done 
in  the  twelve  months  ending  March,  1943. 

The  Committee  has  decided  to  meet  quarterly  in  future — 
on  the  second  Wednesday  in  each  quarter — owing  to  the 
difficulties  of  transport  and  also  owing  to  the  fact  that  the 
Convalescent  treatment  facilities  are  now  practically  non 
existent. 

Several  cases  have  been  helped  by  the  Committee,  notably 
by  the  provision  of  spectacles  in  two  cases,  denture  in  a  third 
case,  and  a  fourth  patient  provided  with  calipers.  A  Baby 
Weighing  Machine  has  been  presented  to  the  Cay  Maternity 
Block  in  memory  of  Mrs.  Albert  Cay  and  a  plate  affixed  suit¬ 
ably  inscribed.  Members  of  the  Committee  subscribed  £10 
12s.  Od.  to  the  Hospital  Christmas  Fund. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  the  Honorary  and  Resident 
Medical  Staff,  the  House  Governor,  the  Matron,  the  Almoner 
and  Nursing  Staff,  for  their  courtesy  and  for  their  help  in 
giving  names  of  patients  requiring  assistance.

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ADMISSION  OF  IN-PATIENTS. 

1.  Accidents  and  urgent  cases  are  admitted  at  any  time. 

2.  Annual  Subscribers  and  Life  Governors  may  recommend  In- 
Patients  and  Out-Patients  by  a  personal  note  to  the  House  Governor 
and  Secretary.  Patients  so  recommended  must  conform  with  the 
regulations  governing  the  admission  of  In-  and  Out-Patients. 

3.  Contributors  under  the  Contributors’  Association,  whose  con¬ 
tributions  are  not  in  arrears  more  than  thirteen  weeks,  and  who  have 
contributed  for  at  least  three  months,  shall  be  exempt  from  any  pay¬ 
ment  for  In-Patient  or  Out-Patient  charges  on  producing  a  Con¬ 
tributor’s  Letter  of  Recommendation  duly  signed  by  the  person 
responsible  for  receiving  his  or  her  contributions.  Should  a  Con¬ 
tributor  desire  to  enter  the  Paying  Patients’  Block,  a  remission  of 
£1  15s.  Od.  per  week,  or  £2  10s.  Od.  for  a  contributor  of  6d.  or 
more  per  week  on  the  maintenance  charge  only  will  be  allowed. 

4.  Non-contributors  admitted  according  to  Medical  urgency, 
are  required  to  pay  up  to  the  full  cost  of  maintenance  according  to 
their  means  while  in  Hospital,  unless  otherwise  decided  by  the 
Finance  Committee. 

5.  Any  Patient  who  is  not  a  Contributor  to  the  Contributors’ 
Association  admitted  in  case  of  accident  or  sudden  emergency,  who 
is  able  to  provide  and  pay  for  the  requisite  medical  or  surgical 
aid  shall  be  accountable  to  the  Hospital  for  the  expenses  incurred, 
and  the  Committee  have  the  right  of  making  such  a  charge  as  may 
fully  reimburse  the  Hospital  for  all  expenses.  The  Medical  Officer  in 
attendance  shall  be  allowed  to  make  his  own  charge  and  to  demand 
the  same  from  the  party  or  parties  liable  at  Law. 

6.  Patients  shall  be  discharged  as  soon  as  cured,  or  whenever  the 
Medical  Officer  shall  consider  that  a  longer  stay  in  the  Hospital  is 
unnecessary. 

7.  No  Patient  shall  be  admitted  as  an  In-Patient,  if  Out-Patient 
treatment  is  likely  to  be  equally  successful. 

OUT-PATIENTS. 

Out-Patients,  other  than  Contributors,  shall  be  charged  in 
accordance  with  the  Out-Patient  charges  laid  down  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Management,  and  shall,  if  necessary,  be  assisted  with 
advice,  medicine,  and  mineral  water  and  bathing  treatment,  but 
shall  be  in  no  other  respects  chargeable  to  the  Hospital. 

VISITS  TO  IN-PATIENTS. 

In-Patients  may  be  visited  by  their  relatives  and  friends  on 
Sundays  between  2  and  4  p.m.,  and  Tuesdays  between  6-30  and  7 
p.m.,  also  Thursdays  between  2-30  p.m.  and  3-30  p.m.,  but  at  no 
other  time  unless  by  special  permission.  Only  four  visitors  aie 
allowed— net  more  than  two  at  a  time— on  any  Visiting  Day.  Visitors 
are  not  admitted  to  the  Children’s  Ward,  and  no  children  under 
14  years  of  age  are  allowed  to  visit  anyone  in  the  Hospital,  except 
by  special  permission.  Cards  for  visitors  are  provided  by  the 
Hospital. 
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OUT-PATIENTS. 

Out-Patients — except  urgent  cases — must  present  a  Doctor’s 
note,  and  a  Contributor’s  Ticket  of  Recommendation  if  they 
are  members  of  the  Warneford  Hospital  Contributors  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  must  attend  in  the  Out-Patients’  Department  at  the 
times  stated  below.

Over  40  gallons  of  Milk  are  consumed  daily. 

Over  1  cwt.  of  bread  is  consumed  daily. 

7  tons  of  coal  in  winter  and  5|  in  summer  are  burnt  in  the 
boilers  daily  to  provide  (night  and  day)  steam  for  sterilizing  and 
cooking,  hot  water  for  sterilizing,  washing  and  heating. 

The  Hospital  has  its  own  Laundry  where  over  7,000  pieces  are 
washed  and  ironed  every  week. 

The  Hospital  is  well  and  economically  run  compared  with  other 
Hospitals  of  the  same  size,  as  is  shown  by  the  comparative  statistics 
published  in  the  Hospitals’  Year  Book. 
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
